XHB AMERICAN AND CANADIAN 
CONVBNTION. 

A few i«siic« back wo alluded in an article 
on reolprooilj' to tbs great commeroial oon- 
yantion wbiohnas to hsuve met at Doltoit oti 
the lllh or 12lh of Julj. Our Oanndian ox- 
ohangcs by the stoamor or PriJay give tlie 
full partioulara of this iiupoitant event. Up- 
wards of tbtae hundred and sixty represeiitii- 
tivee of the varioua Cbambera of Commerce 
from Nova Sootia to Ualiforoia asecmblcd to 
disouRS tliB coinnicrciol rclalions between Uic 
United States and Uunuda ; or in other worda 
the Qdvisabilily of romoTiiiK, modiryinf;, or 
discontinuing the llucl|<rocily Tieoty and ex 
tending the capacity of tlio (Jantidiau oaiials. 
Altliougfa, however, these were tbe n-.ost 
proinlneDt{8ubjects lor debate, tbe repre.ien- 
tativfla of the commBrcial boards iiml 
aociolie.'! in tlie Unitoil SlnloH met also lo 
consider the coreimorcial nr.il liiiuiiciiil cnn- 
dillon of thoir own country, mid lo dniw up 
commercial '' plallurnia " by whicli thn 
future polio; of the Ilopublic should be 
guided. The Oouveniion has, of course, no 
ofTicinl authority either for its moetiiij; or it." 
result, but representing the (jrcnt inoiiied 
power of tiic Anioricnn uoiiliDout its dcbaten 
oanact but have tho most marked uflect in 
the polioy of holb tho United States and Iho 
North. American ooloniea. "What is snid 
and done by this Convention" snys tho 
Toronto Globe, '' will rovorhornlo oTcr a wide 
area, will aroiiaa the alcopiiig echoes of the 
Bay of Fundy ond the (Jul of Caiiso, as whI! 
as startle the dwellers on tho fur-west prniric^i. 
No such body has over beforo assembled, with- 
in our knowledge, tepresentingsogrcat a lerri. 
tory, to diiouaa eommoioinl questions. There 
have been world conventiuna of philan- 
tbropisls lo diaonis queatluns of interest to 
all nations, and moelinps of evangoliciil alli- 
ances, in which a common rcliRioua (uilh and 
eHorts to promote it woro the all-nbsorbliii,' 
themes ; but on no former occasion have the 
merchants of a teiritory extending over n 
distance of three thousand miles assembled 
to disoiisa the ways and means of mutual 
intereommunioatioii." 

The rcptCBontatives honi tho Urilish North 
American Provinces met and concerted a 
general plan of action on tbe Reoiprocily 
Treaty, before they entered the Convention ; 
for they were well aware of ihn antagonialic 
spirit whioh animated many of tho roprcacn" 
tativca from thi United States, Amou^ 
tho British dolegatea woro tho Hon. Joseph 
Howe and the Hon. T. O. Archibald, 
from Halifax ; the Hon. Malcolm Cameron 
and P. Oarneau from Quebec; Hon. George 
Coles (ion Prinoo Edward's Island; lion. 
A. E. Botsford and [Ion. W. 11. Steovea 
from St. John's, X. B. ; and llia Hons. W. 
McMastor and J. MoNhirrich from 'I'oronlo. 
After considerable discussion u President 
was elected in the person of General Wall- 
bridge, who showed in his opening address a 
wish for continued reoiprocily but a much 
warmer desire for the annexation ol the 
British Noilli American I'rovinoos lo tlia 
United States, 'fhs latter sentiment was 
loudly cheered by the .^-rnericans and re- 
ceived with good natured disseui hy the 
British delegates. After tho body had got 
properly organized a good amount of preli- 
minary work was tran'actcd, and it was gcn'- 
erally agreed that the subject of reciprocity 
should take priority in Iho ordor ol dobati). 
In an assemblage of so many ooofliotiog in- 
terests it was only natural that some little 
discordant elements should have made their 
appearance and wo have iheroforo Iho Chi- 
cago and the Bnflulo delagatcs at tin: 
outstart threotening " seoossion" if a ccrlain 
■obeme, wblob the Chairman |)ropofied in 
reference to the voting, be carried out, and 11 
their respective cities bo not more fairly ru- 
presented on tho Ouromittcos. The di»lur- 
buucu was, however, soon quietod, ond things 
went on harmonioiiflly. Aniongst tho 
speakers on the oooasion was the Hon. Mai 
oolm Cameron, whose address appears to 
hare carried tho palm. " His speech" says 
tho Toronto Globe " was a splendid biiccoss. 
He complimented and joked the Americans 
until he got them into thoroughly Rnod 
humor, making even iho Chicago man rout 
with laughter. .Scores of times did the loud 
laugh make the hall ring. Having got his 
aodlonoe in the right temper, he heaped np'jn 
thorn, in the samo haudsomo stylo, Iho niuit 
telling arguments in favor of the largo.'^t 
possible degree of free ir.Tdo between the 
two countrio.'i. Mr. (Jnmcron was hif;lily 
complimented by llic British Americanif on 
hie suooesB, and Americana pronounced it ■ a 
atavlog spoech.' '' 

_So far the speeches '^Wan do not enable 
us to form any idea of llio i)robable result ; 
that the dcoisinn ol the Uonvcntion Mill, Iidw- 
ovbr, havo nn inipurtanl bearing on tho (le«. 
tiny both of the United States and tlm 
British colonies in North America is beyond 
dispnto. II it tends lo the abrogation of thn 
Reciprocity Treaty Canada will have In 
chooBS between two cxtroino conrses. Kitlun 
protection in itn most riyid form will Imvo Ici 
bo adopted, or she must accept tho doctrine 
of annexation put forward by tho President 
of the Convention. The first course will be 
a severo raeasurs of retaliation on the Ame< 
rloana, but it would niso lend to smuggling 
by wholesale on tho bordors— an evil cer 
tainly not eo much to bo dreaded by Canada 
as by the Uopublic, but still no evil of 
no, itisigiiiQoont ohamoler to tbe British 
Provinoes. If ibs latter coBrse— annex- 
ation to tbe United States— be adopted, 
then furswoll lo British rule on any part 
of tbe Northern coniinent— not even ex- 
oeptiog Vancouver Island ; for in the very 
naturo of things onr national destiny must 
go sooner or later with that of our colonial 
brelhrets on the other aide of tba ^ooky 
Mountains. If, on tbo otLar band, tbo 'result 
ol tbe CoDvention afaoiild lend to the con- 
tinuance of the treaty wo of the Paulfio

uient. VVhilo the ninttet wna atill pendtnjr 
and when we had nndaublodly n.any oppor- 
tunities of putting forward onr claims in tho 
proper qnarlero, all thai tho UoviJinmetils of 
both Vancouver IbIhiiiI and Britisli Columbia 
wci'o thinking of was inorKSsing tho taxation 
of Iho regpeutiva oolanies beyond the capa- 
ciiy ol Iho populationa;and all tbe ambitious 
nii'inbora ol the luercantilo clas.s were doing 
was ohaHing a will-'o-tho-wiap, and help- 
lessly lamenting thoir inabilily lu catcii it, 
on account ol sonnetliing they amusingly 
oallcd " over lcglslntion.'' Arrogating lo tbciu 
selves tho Atlantoan capacity of "carrying 
Cariboo on thoir back," they iicvorlholesa are

port his helm ; I concluded ho spoke to the 
captain ol the Alexandra. (Shown points on 
the map.] The Ale.viuidra was aa nearly as 
I could judge some 300 or 40O yards out at 
!ioa ; thought both vcssnis were muking for 
Victoria haibor ; the Fideiiler was prrtly 
near into land somewhere about Clover 
Point J the Alexandra was outside on my 
left, and the Fideliter was ioeide the Alp.\- 
andrn and closer in shore; tbe Alexandra 
appeared about 490 or SOO yards on my lelt 
when I was looking over tbe Fidaliter's bows. 
[Asked and illastrated by the duors and win- 
dows of tbe court ; the door tba Fideliter, and 
the second window the position of tha Alex- 
andra.] They vrere about 80 or 100 yards 
apart svlien the captain sho'-.ted lo the cap- 
tain of the Alexandra ; the first thing I heard 
afier the whistle was blown was the captain 
shouting to the Alexandra " Port your helm, 
boys ;" heard no answer ; lha night was oo 
diirk I cannot say how far they were Irotn 
tha shore when they struck ; the whistle 
blew many times, in luot it kept on blowing 
till the .-Vle.tandra struck ; there was no an- 
ower to the whistle lhal 1 beard ; after they 
struck 1 heard Captain McCullooh say : 
" Well, lads, you've made a nice mess ol us 
now," or something to that cfFect : I faced 
the bows all this lima; McCulloch then 
added, " For God's sake shove them both 
aabore, for I'm sinking;" 1 was standing as 
near as possible omid-ships ; Captain .McCul- 
loob'a demeanor appeared by his speech to 
be very cool ; on board tbe Alexandra they 
appeared iu confusion, and } was sorry I hud 
!olt Ihe Fideliter; I don't koow where the 
captain of tbe Alexandra was; I doo't know 
tbo captain from a passenger ; I went back 
to Victoria ; tba Alexandra was looked to 
the Fideliter about two minutes ; when ihey 
were locked the stems of Ihe vessels bore 
round lOKether j cannot say bow long tliey 
were looked before they bore round ; I arn a 
farmer and have been brought up one ; 1 
have been to sea, but not at work or as a 
sailor.

Ihroo or four tons ol oats, valued at 2),' conia 
per pound, of 2000 lbs. to the ton ; ft wa^- 
dark when 1 fust saw the Alexandra ; 1 will 
not swear I did not see three liRllt^^ ; hui I 
will swear I saw grei n and white, aiul that 
Irom the time I lirat sa.v her till the fol- 
lirtiun alie was always on the lefl ; appro- 
houded no danger, und uoticed no change iu 
her liglits ; apprehended dauger when dis- 
tant one hundred yardj or so, and the captain 
sung out to her; did not nolico at that limo 
what lights I saw; don't koow if Ibe angle 
before described altered ; won't swear she 
did not come in like that (as shown by 
mc)deln|; after she struck she swung round 
so, [as shown by models] and then 1 got on 
lioard iho Alexaodra ; I now know Captain 
(.'ullin: hoard no order given by Captain 
.McCulloch to port his helm ; but am suto he

D. Was pusdongtr on tha Fideliter ; obser- 
ved the lighln of the Fideliter; the rod 
light was on tha port side ufld the green on 
the starboard sido ; th^. were about mid- 
ships on the side; as we nearcd Clover Point 
I saw the Alqzandra; as far ai I could judgo 
the 8iaain<it .was .coming diraotly for us ; 
we werejbmliaVd^ isod on ; I did not notice 
ber I'gb'ts j I fudged her position from seeing 
the boat herself ; I beard a whistle from the 
Fideliter. 

Mr. Woo3 'objaclefl? and said that his 
learned frienda were constantly " Belting 
upon the court" and getting evidence by per 
sistenlly putting leading quesUous.l^ 

Heard in about five minuteS''her whistle 
ngaia ; hoard a oantiottOas whistling and I 
bi'lieve I heard the Alexandra whistle ; this 
was when we were nearer 300 yards than 700 
yards; I then obeerved the Alexandra; we 
were at lhat lime heading towards shore, and 
tho Ale.xandrii was also heading toward.') 
shore ; 1 llieu noticeil ll'o Aloxuiiilra's light.*; 
just before aba was into us she shut out her 
rod light, nt Ihis time when ahe shut iu her 
rod light the Fideliler's courso was towards 
llio allure; she thou ran into ua on the port 
beam; hotween llii3 re.'^ponsivo wliiailu le.ia 
than a minuto elapsed beloru the collinion ;

Croas-examiueJ— At iho tiiro nl Ihe colli- 
sion 1 was on Iho main deck ; do nut 
tnow us a facl that lights aiu alwaya 
OBsscd ?o lhat you cannot sea Ihein across 
tleboivs' I do not kiiow, 1 Jon't roool- 
k'tt seein;; all three lights about opposite 
CU'vcr I'uint ; beture we porteii our h-'liii we 
appeared to bo rniiiiing fur one ond, llieii 
afio wnrds both ran tuwardj the Blioro and 
tho ilexatidra wasoo our port side ; (showed 
tho ingla by model.s at wliicii tuoy then 
were) and she was abaft tho point wFieii she 
struck us; when 1 foil our behu was put to 
port I tould then only see tho green light of 
tliu Alt.\andra from my position ; as far as 1 
eould jujge when the helm was ported wo 
wereiuuiing across lha Alexandra's bows 
and almuit immediately the Aluxaudra ap-

Jnme^ McCutchcii — Was on board of tho 
Fidulitor at tha tine of Ihe collision, a little 
post Trial Island ; tiey appeared to be ap- 
proaching nearly eid on ; I stood opposite 
the point of colli.sion; saw lights but did not 
know what they weri ; I huarii the Fideli- 
ler's whisile; the Alotendra blew one, we 
blew iw,) mote ; wo htaded in towards shore 
and the Alexandra cane right in to us ; do 
not know tho coast ; -aiiiiot say where we 
were exactly ; we turnec in towards shore, 
but I dou'l know how iiiioh ; remember the 
collision; if the Alexaidra had kept out 
she must have passed ui ; she must have 
come in nearer shore ; an a landsman ; il 
she bad kept ber course wh^n I first saw her 
aba wbOtJ'iiavo passed us. 

Cross-'exomined- [ tJy motels] they came 
together so; I ounaot tell whither she came 
direct at a right angle ; I aav ber bow rigbt 
opposite me; they must have\^one neatly at 
a rialit angle when they mat. 

William' Andeau — Was on lb) Fideliter at 
the lima ol tha collision ; 1 wai silling on a 
bale ol hay under the pilot lioije ; I know 
Clover Point; tho Engineer wmiiiing near 
mo; 1 saw a ateaiiior at a dialaii.ii of about 
a mile ahead a very littlo on the starboard 
bow; the captain snid il must bothe Ale.v 
anJra ; i know tho light color.n ol tin smolie; 
after that tho Alexandra Blcarai^d deiii alieud; 
I saw tho Alexandra's lights quite tilain ; 1 
oaunol say tho number ol the lights; 1 had 
my head towards Ihe slern of the Filuliler ; 
I lioard tbo captain tell tbe man at the wheel 
to put the helm upon ; a minute or livi after 
some one asked the ciplain / wo 
were not ton near tho shore ; ilio 
captain said, " Oh no, we have plenty of 
room"; al that time we were about 300 yirds 
from the point of laud — that is Clover Pcint 
-•4 little belo^e cpming to ii j I tbougbl ve 
should weatber the point atMut 100 yatls 
from shore; the Alexandra was bid from me 
by the cook house ; a miuute or so after thh

Cross-examined -Is sure of tha order to 
port, but don't know if it was carried into ef- 
leot; when the captain ordered to port I did 
not set! the Alexandra in consequence ol my 
position ; she was right into our bows before 
1 saw hor ; 1 cannot say if tho Fideliter was 
going ahead al lha time ; swiar slio etruck 
the Fideliter, and not tbo Fidolilor the Alex- 
andra (by m idid<). 

Artkar 'l\ul, awnrn — Wus on board the 
Fiilelllor lliu ni^ht ol accidc'rit ; wti-ii 1 
hrnt saw tlio Alexandra wo wero not round 
Clover I'liiiil but lind voundfil Trial l^laiul ; 
I was etaniling on some hay boinw tlie cap- 
stan ; I ,iaw ibj lignl and asked Captain .Me- 
Cullocli what tuial it was; 1 wuiit ilowii to 
tbo deck and taw the Aliixaiidra coming 
nearer and nearer', but diii nut ihink lliuro 
was any danger because wa saw bur bo plain 
and I stood till eha struoU ; wo wore sailing 
pretty near to the coast ; 1 recollect whoii 
slio struck; just before tbey (tniok 1 heard

Jami) Brouin, sworu — Was on tho Fideliler 
the oighi ol the collision; was carpenter; 
half way between Trial Island and Clover 
Foinl,.iv^bprt.time ^fler rounding Tiial Is- 
Iand,.]t''w4a|at:tbe wbe^l,'and saw the Alex- 
akdra ; ' waa atearlog towards Viotcria ; was 
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aftorwnrds I saw three lights, green, white 
and red ; sho was coming directly towards us; 
don't know how far she was off; after seeing 
her coming I ported the helm ; we weta then 
at Clover Point; b-forn we reached Clover 
Poir.t tioibing paiticular was donn ; [-ihown 
points ou the map] ; when wu were at Clovir 
Point Iho Ali'xandra was rather inuru llian 
hall way towards Finlayson Point (pointed 
on map) ; when we ported the halm wo went 
towards shorts; [the relative positions of the 
two vessels after rounding Clover Point, 
alter continuing lo porl, anil when they col» 
lidod wore llien given) ; just before Ihocelli- 
sioii I l.oird a bell ring ..n board Iho Alex 
aiulra; McCulloch said, after wo struck, 
" pusl h'r ad:o-o, wo uro sinking." and tho 
Alexandra bucked; at Iho lima of the colli- 
sion we were heading direct to the land, 
about 408 yards off ; tho boltu was ihen and 
had been lor soma time beloie hard apart ;

ported first at Clover Point I bow three lights 
coming out ol harbor ; I saw a red and white 
and llieii tho red and while and green, and 
aitorwarda lost the red light, and did not 
again aflerwani^ soe the red light; alter 1 
aaw tho three and before I ported, I 

don't remember il tho red light disappeared ; 
it disappaared just before the oulliaioii ; 1 
lirat fuw them lull a little before coming to 
Clover Point, ar.d 1 continued to see them 
full till 1 got to Clover I'oint ; [ihen showed 
where, when be was at Clovar Point, the 
Ali-xaudia was — viz., oil the monument] 

Question. Do you know the port light 
caouot be seen across tbo bow ^ 
Answer. Yes. 

I cannot say il it was u, 10 or 15 minutes, 
or how long alter first Bi;;htiog Alexaodra 
till collision ; uaonut tell whether il was one 
or ten minutes ; immsdialely after tbe helm 
was put hard anort Ihe collision took place ; 
the order hard aport was not immediately 
alter the order to porl ; I don't know Ibet'm-' 
exactly ; 1 cannot say if it waa a minute oi- 
more or le.-s , 1 don't know how many times 
1 heard tho bell on Iho Alexandra ; 1 did hear 
it once immediately boloie the collision. 
I I Re-cxamiricd — I obeyed the orciers of lire 
captain ; 1 did porl and hard aport wlien or- 
dered ; 1 did not put the helm aport before 
he ordered il ; after the order to hard apurl 
and just before the collision tho red light dis- 
appeared. 

Dennis Coffay, sworn — I was the boaiswain 
of Ihc Fideliter and came from England iu 
her ; remcinDer iho night of the collision ; 
after rounding Trial Islaod I obsetved lights 
on the port bow ; first I saw one light and 
two or three minutes afterwards I saw three 
liithls ; I was forward on tbe forecastle ; when 
I fir.-i saw the three lights we were this side 
of Clover I'oint; after rounding Clover Point 
we were keeping in and lha Alexandia was 
Doming on, lier head on our porl side, and I 
remarked to the steward we were koBpiiig 
wall away Irom that vesicl ; tho Fideli- 
ter came in towards the shore ; I did not 
keep my eyes fixed on the vessel all Ihc time. 

Cruas-examiiied — 1 was particular lo look 
out but waa not so ordered ; I heard no 
orders given; 1 am not very well acquainted 
Willi the coast; I gijiioially (;jt ihecourHna 
from tbo master to steer by ; when 1 saw ilio 
three li^hla ol the Alexandra il '.vaa a little 
on tlii.i si le of Clover Point. 

Hy the Court— 1 dont know the dislancea 
between Trial Island and Vicloria llarbor ; I 
first saw a white masthead, and then a red 
and a green ; I cannot say where we were 
then off ; just at Henley's place 1 saw the 
three iighia ; I thought from the position wa 
had ported ; I saw the lights till she came 
nearly 00 board of us, but then I oould not 
HOC all three of tfiem as she was just on us ; 
from tha time I firit saw tbe Alexindni it 
might be six or sevenv minutes till Ibe eolli- 
sion ; could not say it It was ten minutes It 
was more than one aud not to much as ten ; 
il was six or seven as near as I could gue^s ; 
I oannoi say when our lights were lij;hleil. 
but 1 afked '.be siuward if lluy were lighted, 
and ho said they were all right ; I never said 
they were not lit nor never lold anyone so ; I 
Bskod the Cook and ho Said the lighis were, ill 
right ; 1 know Thomas Burnes well ; shortly 
alter the collision and al lire .Metropolitan I 
did not toll Thomas Burnea the lights were 
not lit, and 1 don't believe 1 was ever in his 
eompuny In any Kalooii. 

Ro-exainiiitiJ — I could not tell IBurnos so ; 
when 1 asked tho cook it waa just getting 
dark , I have been Iwo years on the Fideliler 
next September ; the lights are usually 
lighted when it gets dark. 

By tbe Court— The lighis are a ereen, a 
red and a while; Ibe lamps of ihe Fidelner 
can be seen at a pretty go id distance ; iho 
lamps look about tbe usual size.

On Sultirday before the wreck, the wind 
coniiiieiiceiJ blowing fearfully, und con- 
tiiiuetl until tlie wreck aim after.

^ullduy at TJ o'clock, llie captain look 
the sun und got our position. Piiiiliiijr 
the slorui was likely to conliniie, lie 
rounded to with the hope uf iiiakiiig Ctes 
l; lit l-'ity, where ho iiilended to lay at, 
iiiiclKir until the Storm abated .
